of the refugee camps through- 
out Jordan. Hitherto they had 
been administered sautonom- 
ously by the various Red 
Cross organizations. E)-Ka- 
ramen itself came under the 
British Red Cross, while the 
still larger camp of Akaba, on 
the western side of the Jor- 
can, was run by the Swiss 
But abruptly aad without any 
attemm at devolution. UN. 
RWA. (United Nations Re- 
lief and Works Agency) took 
over all the camps on May 
27. The staffs were drastically 
reduced. In Ei-Karameh eight 
out of the ten trained medical 
personmmel left on a single day, 
leaving one English doctor 
and one English sister in 
charge of a few inexperienced 
Jordanian nurses 

It was interesting to con- 

ast the altitudes of the sup- 
pianting and the supplanted 
organizations. In the camp it- 
self the solitary English doc- 
tor told me that he was now 
gravely under-staffed, that the 
rations had just been cut, and 
the special school meais 
abolished altogether. He told 
me, too, that there was a 
steady -.trickle of refugees 
escaping illegally from the 
camps anc filtering out into 
the towns and countryside. 
The Jordanian UNRWA offi- 
cial in Jericho said that the 
rations had been increased; 
that the camps had been ab- 
surdiy over-stafied under the 
previous regime, and that no- 
body was leaving the camps 

The change had to be made, 
however much one may criti- 
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palling climate is unalterable 
(Jericho lies 1,300 feet below 
sea level) the waste land can 
be made to flower here. As 
for the climate. all the refu- 
gees from Ei-Karameh were 
moved up to northern Jordan 
last summer, and this year will 
see the frst experiment im 
keeping them in the valley 
during the frightful heat and 
humidity of June, July and 
August. 

Already the able-bodied 
men of the camp are working 
on a roed to connect it with 
the main road from Amman 
to Jericho. At the moment 
Karameh can be reached 
only by a desert track, ‘five 
and a half miles) nine kilo- 
metres of dust ami pot-hoies. 
There is an astonishing pian 
to build a town here, to make 

nent settlements in this 
npromising area. Already the 
more emterprising refugees have 
built mud huts for themselves, 
and. under the supervision of 
UNRWA, organized building 
will soon begin. It is difficult 
to see any motive for choos- 
ing this particular site. The 
western bank of the Jordan 
ie both healthier and more 
accessible In fact, it would 
be surprising if many of the 
refugees had not stolen away 
to try their luck in Amman 
or Zerka ‘neighbouring pro- 
vincial town’ where, certain- 
ly, they have the advantage 
in imitiative over the native 
inhabitants. 
Red Cross Efficiency 

Yet this Camp of Gratitude 
was by no means so harrow- 
ing to visit as I had. feared. 
The Red Cross officials have 
been miraculously devoted 
and efficient, so that the hor- 
rors are mostly threats rather 
than present realities. The 
tents, though oven-hot, are as 
neat as army tents in a proud 
british regiment. Tempers are 
sometimes frayed in the heat 
(I saw two women suddenly 
strike out ferociously at each 
other over a washing tub) but 
the people are in the main 
good-humoured and in better 
bealth than one would have 
thought possibile. 

So for the moment order 


should net be smoothed 
away within the next two or

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Interview With Haile Selassie

EASANTS were standing at 

the roadside, waiting’ for 
their Emperor to return from 
the formal opening of the first 
bridge over the Blue Nile. My 
car followed closely on that 
of Haile Selassie. and I saw 
simple farmers occasionally 
stop their ruler, and hand 
him their written complaints 
and requests. The Emperor 
had no bodyguards, nor wat 
his car accompanied by ean 
armed escort 


This scene symbolically 
cutained the main elements 
of Haile Selassie’s rule: deve- 
lopment of the country, care 
for all the details of his ad- 
ministration and popularity 
with his peopic. Few other 
rulers in the Middle East 
would, or could, have ris«e\ 
such a direct contact with 
their subjects : 


“I have three prioritres in 
serving my country.” Haile 
Selassie said to me in the 
course of an interview. “I first 
want to expand education My 
gecond ambition is to develop 
communications and the third 
is t© secure employment for 
al} Ethiopians.” 


These were Bo empty words 
Ethiopia has really been 
brought, during the reign of 
Haile Selassie, from its 1,600- 
year jong seciusion to active 
cooperation with the civilized 
nations of the world, This short, 
frail ruler has established 
schools in areas where they 
never existed before From 
less than ten schools that ex- 
isted in Ethiopia when Haile 
Selassie became Regent of 
Ethiopia 34 years ago, their 
number has grown t more 
than 409 with 55,000 pupils 
In addition, the Government 
has sent nearly 300 students 
abroad — one of them a young 
girl attending the nurses 
training school of the Bikur 
Holim Hospital in Jerusalem

Return of Eritrea 

‘The United Nations will 
have to recognize that Eritrea, 
the former [Italian colony. 
should be returned to Ethio- 
pia.” said the Exsnperor. “Ex- 
cept for the period of Italy's 
invasion of East Africa, which 
started at the turn of the cen- 
tury, Eritrea has always form- 
ed part of Ethiopia. It would 
only be just and fair to return 
this province to its “ home- 
land.” 


Referring to his bitter ex-

perience with the defunct 
League of Nations, when the 
Italians invaded his country 
15 veer, aga. Haile Selassie 
exclaumed “The Eritrean 
question gives an opportunity 
to the United Nations to prove 
that ther adrainister world af- 
fairs better than did the old 
League.” 


Whenever I saw the Em- 
peror — I saw him three 
times — he looked tired end 
overworked. This, however, is 
not surprising for Haile Se- 
lassie is very likely Ethiepia’s 
hardest-working citizen. He 
gets up regularly at five a.m., 
takes up state matters even 
before breakfast, which is 
at 6 am. From 98 am. till 
115 pm. he receives offi- 
cials and visitors. At 4 p.m 
he goes back to work and goes 
m until 6 pm. After supper. 
the Emperor often works until 
late at night. He has two rest 
days weekly Saturday and 
Sunday 


The 58-year-old Emperor 
fpeaks excellent French and 
good English. His education 
began in French at the age of 
five, in the Hara province 
where hw father, Ras Makon- 
nen, a cousin of the then ruling 
sovereign Emperor Menelixk II, 
had his residence. 


“Lion of Juda” 


In 1916, the Council of Great 
Chiefs of Mark appointed 24- 
year-old Ras Tafari Makon- 
ner’ “Regent to Empress Zau- 
ditu.” Following the death of 
the Empress, Ras Tafari in 
1930 ascended the throne, 
adopted the name and title of 
“Haile Selassie I, the Conquer- 
ing Lion of the Tribe of Juda, 
Elect of God, King of Kings, 
Emperor of Ethiopia.” 


Not only by his hard-work- 
ing habits, but by his family 
life too, Haile Selassie differs 
from most other rulers in this 
part of the worli. Being «a 
Coptic Christian, he does not 
have a “harem,” but only one 
wife, who contrary to customs 
in most Middle Eastern coun- 
tries, often appears in public 
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to which it is entitiet.
